THE SPRING BOOKS 
UDGING from the size of the Spring 
Announcement list printed with this num- 


ber of the PustisHers’ WEEKLy, book 
production in this country continues to mount 


steadily toward pre-war figures. As com- 
pared with the 3482 entries in the list in 1914, 
2724 in 1916, and 2921 in 1917, this year’s list, 
containing 3256 entries, is very nearly on a 
par with the spring of 1914—tho yet a long 
way from the 4024 of 1912. These totals, 
it should be remembered, represent something 
less than half that number of titles. 

Yet, in other respects than mere numbers, 
it is an unusual spring output. Fiction coz- 
tinues to occupy its unwonted seat among the 
lesser brethren, tho such books as Miss 
Sinclair’s “Tree of Heaven” and McFee’s 
“Aliens” assure plenty of good reading for 
those with only moderate fiction appetites. 
Biography, which last year flashed forth like 

sudden blazing comet, seems to have re- 
sumed its former steady-going and compara- 
tively unspectacular course—at least it shows 
little sign of again claiming the title it held 
last fall of “the most notable feature of the 
literary output of the year.” In military 
books, if the present output continues, we 
shall soon have a national library that would 
rejoice the heart of a Prussian general. 
Several notable garden books are to be issued 
during the spring and business books are 
acquiring a more and more assured footing 
in the lists. 

War books, of course, hold the center of 
the stage, with “Over the Top” still selling 
heavily and a host of new titles ready or 
‘nnounced for early publication. Aviation 

oks, particularly personal records like 
| mes Norman Hall’s “High Adventure,” bid 

to be leaders among these war books.

An important question confronting every 
publisher, and also every bookseller, is: How 
long will the demand for war books continue 
at its present height? There is a general 
tendency thruout the publishing trade to be 
a bit more cautious about war manuscripts 
as April, 1917, drops further and further be- 
hind us, remembering the slump in such 
books some months after August, 1914, but at 
the same time both publisher and bookseller 
feel that a really good war book is apt to 
continue, for some months at any rate, to be 
a most justifiable and profitable investment. 


HE publishers who deal with foreign 

authors should not overlook the fact in 

making their revenue returns, which 
must be done within this month of March, 
that royalties paid abroad are subject to 2% 
tax, which must be withheld by the publisher 
from royalty payments. The War Revenue 
Act, providing for this payment in a section 
which is printed in full elsewhere, became 
law October 3, 1917, but it was retroactive 
in terms and the entire outgo and expendi- 
ture of the calendar year I917 must be in- 
cluded in the tax returns. This is a serious 
embarrassment to publishers who paid their 
royalties for the early part of the year, pre- 
vious to the passage of the law, or later in 
the year after its passage, without having 
before them the section of the law and the 
opinion of the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, which also we quote elsewhere. 
There are, in fact, a number of complications 
in this respect in a law full of complica- 








tions, and it will take counsel expert indeed 
to inform publishers just what is their lia- 
bility in this matter and where it stops. The 
evident thing seems to be that on royalties 
actually paid during 1917 the publisher must 
pay the 2% tax with possibility of deduct- 
ing such tax payments from the next account- 
ing to the author. 





case of Foster v. Callaghan & Co. proves 

to be of very wide interest to publish- 
ers, as will be seen from the reporter’s sum- 
mary printed elsewhere in this issue. Later 
we expect to find space for the full text of 
the decision, which emphasizes an element 
of the contract between publisher and author 
which should have more consideration than 
it has had hitherto. We were to some extent 
in error in stating in a previous editorial note 
that there had to be a re-hearing on the law 
as well as proof of the facts. The law is 
fully considered in Judge Manton’s opinion, 
which will stand unless overruled on appeal.

MORE ABOUT SOLDIER READING 


URTHER interesting light on the substan- 
F tial character of the books being read in 
our soldier camps is contained in the fol- 
lowing paragraphs from the latest A. L. A. 
War Service Bulletin. 

“In one day’s issue of books by the Ameri- 
can Library Association camp library at Camp 
Meade, the following subjects were reported: 
French history, mechanics, topography, and 
strategy in war, self-propelled vehicles, han: 
grenades, field entrenchments, bridges, chem- 
istry, physics, astronomy, geology, hydraulics, 
electricity, medizval history, calculus, civil 
engineering, geography, American history, sur- 
veying, materials of construction, general his- 
tory, masonry, concrete. About three-quarters 
of the books taken out were non-fiction. 

“Titles picked at random from one page of 
a report from the American Library Associa- 
tion camp library at Camp Sherman include: 
George Ade’s ‘The Girl Proposition,’ Jack 
London’s ‘Burning Daylight,’ Tolstoi’s ‘Anna 
Karenina, H. G. Wells’ “The Soul of a Bish- 
op,’ Ellis’ ‘Plattsburg Manual,’ Meadowcroft’s 
‘A. B. C. of Electricity,’ Zerbe’s ‘Aeroplanes,’ 
Haweis’ ‘Music and Morals,’ Guizot’s ‘History 
of Civilization in Europe,’ Carlyle’s ‘French 
Revolution,’ Wells’ ‘Italy, France and Britain 
at War,’ and Gerard’s ‘My Four Years in 
Germany.’ ” 

On the other hand, Mr. Burton E. Steven- 
son, in charge of the library at Camp Sherman, 
Chillicothe, Ohio, writes in a recent number 
of the Outlook: 
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“Broadly speaking, of course, most of the 
men read fiction; and most of them prefer ex. 
citing, red-blooded fiction—detective stori, 
adventure stories, and so on. But ther 
also a steady demand for Conrad and Wells 
and Hardy and Meredith. Poetry is also jn 
demand, and good books of travel go well.” 
However, he adds: “We have had requests 
here for every sort of book from ‘some books 
by Gene Stratton-Porter’ to Boswell’s ‘Life of 
Johnson’ and Bergson’s ‘Creative Evolution.’ 
We have had requests for Ibsen’s plays, for 
books on the valuation of public utilities, on 
conservation, on sewage disposal; we had s 
many requests for ‘A Message to Garcia’ that 
I had a supply mimeographed. In one build- 
ing there were so many requests for books on 
religion and ethics that we set up a small ref 
erence collection there.” 

Mr. Stevenson recently conducted a test to 
determine the names of periodicals with the 
widest popular appeal for the soldiers. He 
posted a list of periodicals in each library 
building with the following note of instruc- 
tion: “Place one tally after those you would 
like to have in this building. Please play fair 
and do not tally more than twenty magazines.” 
Thirty-one periodicals under this test received 
more than twenty-five votes apiece. Those 
that received more than forty votes, as ar- 
ranged in alphabetical order, and including 
as nearly as possible half the list, are: Ameri 
can Magazine, Army and Navy Journal, Col- 
her's Weekly, Everybody's, Judge, Leslie's 
Weekly, Life, Literary Digest, Metropolitan 
Magazine, Outlook, Physical Culture, Puck, 


| Review of Reviews, Saturday Evening Post, 
| Sctentific American, and World’s Work. The 





three receiving the most votes were Lif: 
Saturday Evening Post, and Judge. 

A writer in a recent number of the /nde- 
pendent who has been distributing books be- 
hind the lines in France bears further wit- 
ness to the demands of the men at the front: 

“Light literature was certainly popular 
Sentimental novels and books with deathbed 
endings were not in demand, but Oppenheim 
and Lincoln may feel they have not lived in 


| vain.” 


This writer adds, however, that there had 
also been a demand for “a life of Gordon, 
Tennyson’s poems, a work on elementary law 
one on electrical engineering. Paris was 
scraped for English dictionaries, French-En: 
lish dictionaries, for atlases, for travel, for 
Kipling and Seeger and Service and Wells, 
for ‘everything on the Battle of the Marn¢ 
and .on international relations.’ ” Frequent 
calls for “a whole Bible” are among the re- 
quests, and more than all else song books, 
hymn books, opera scores, any sort of music 


| which can be sung or played on the varied in- 


struments that are to be found in trench 
huts. And the stalest Yankee vaudeville songs, 
if scorned by the Americans, are hailed with 


| delight by the French poilus. 





A vivid picture is flashed across to us of 
the necessary and welcome work being done 
by library workers among the hungry soldiers 
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in their crowded huts in France: “Scant as 
the libraries at the front have been and still 
are, little as they hold of recent publications, 
they are yet circulating thousands of books 
and do fine service all of the daytime. But 
night falls early and lights are not plenty and 
then comes the need for something lively and 
new to all. It is half-past five of a cloudy 
afternoon such as come so often in this damp 
land. Some four hundred men are packed 
close as they can crowd within a,hut. Here 
and there a candle held by some willing hand 
picks out the derkness and before this eager 
audience stands the secretary, reading Em 
pey’s ‘Over the Top.’ Two soldiers hold 
pocket electric iamps to light the page, and 
comrades relieve each other now and then. 
The book is borrowed, the only copy probably 
in all the line of huts that, scattered miles 
apart, serve thousands of men. It must be 
sent on so soon as may be to the next secre- 
tary, and so along the line, until in every hut 
has been repeated this scene of the intent men 
sitting and standing in the shadows, the only 
brightness in the room that falling on the 
reader’s hands,” 





“BOOKS FOR SOLDIERS” CAM- 
PAIGN MARCH 18-25 


HE book-trade has a rare chance for 

service and profit offered it in the ap- 

proaching drive by the American Library 
Association for 2,000,000 books for our sol- 
diers. The $1,700,000 in cash raised last fall 
has not been found anything like adequate 
to cover both the maintenance of the ex- 
cellent work of the Librarv War Service and 
the purchase of the required books. Library 
buildings have been erécted in thirty-four of 
the large camps capable of housing from 10,- 
000 to 15,000 volumes and from 175 to 250 
readers. In addition there are branches and 
small deposit stations thruout the Y. M. C. A. 
huts and barracks and the work is being ex- 
tended to the camps in France as rapidly as 
the facilities at the command of the Library 
War Service will allow. 

March 18-25 has been set aside as National 
Intensive Book Campaign Week and churches, 
schools, Boy Scouts, women’s clubs, commer- 
cial organizations and other organizations 
have been enlisted in the country-wide drive 
for the requisite 2,000,000 volumes. The 
kinds of books particularly desired are set 
down as follows in the War Library Bulletin, 
the official publication of the Service:

Above all, good books and new books are 
wanted, not books with loose bindings, or 
text-books printed before 1910. The commit- 
tees working for donations of books from 
private libraries will stress the desirability of 
giving the books received as gifts in the past 
holiday season and this widespread demand 
for the newer books gives every bookseller 
abundant ammunition with which to carry on 
a local drive. Window displays and advertis- 
ing may help move many a slow moving but 
worth-while volume. It should not be possible 
for one to get in or anywhere near a book- 
store during this week without being reminded 
of his patriotic duty to furnish one or more 
of those 2,000,000 books. Grosset & Dunlap 
are already in the field with an offer of one 
hundred selected volumes from their list at 
$22.50, to be disposed of in turn by the dealer 
at 35 c. or three for a dollar. 

The local public library will act as a clear- 
ing house and forwarding station for all books 
collected in its district; many dealers will 
doubtless follow out the plan described in an 
earlier issue of the PusitsHers’ WEEKLY of 
having a large, plainly labeled box in the 
front of the store into which book purchases 
can be dropped by customers to be forwarded 
later by the store to the public library. Post- 
ers II x 14 inches in size, like the one shown 
below, will be furnished booksellers by the 
local librarian:

AMERICAN BOOKSELLERS’ ASSO- 
CIATION CONVENTION 
A S we go to press word reaches us that 


the Annual Convention of the American 

Booksellers’ Association will be held 
at the Hotel Astor in New York on Tuesday, 
Wednesday and Thursday, May 14th, 15th 
and 16th. 

The. slogan of the convention will be: A 
Useful Convention. President Macauley’s an- 
nouncement states: 

War-time conditions prevailing, the officers 
of the association, in conjunction with the 
officers of the Boston committee, where the 
next normal times convention, attendant with 
its social features, is to be held, arrived unan- 
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imously at the conclusion that this year’s con- 
vention should be primarily a business con- 
vention, with social features subordinated or 
eliminated. Under the conditions, it was 
deemed wise to again defer accepting Boston’s 
invitation, for the plans contemplated for our 
Boston gathering, while ample as far as busi- 
ness is concerned, provide for more emphasis 
on social features than is now possible or de- 
sirable. Not desiring to postpone definite 
action further, the officers therefore decided, 
to hold the 18th annual convention in New 
York as announced above. We will strive 
hard to meet the government’s proper require- 
ment that all such gatherings serve a useful 
purpose. The whole program being consid- 
ered by the program committee looks to in- 
creased efficiency in bookselling as its primary 
aim. The first necessity is a large and repre- 
sentative attendance of men and women who 
come in serious mood, intent on improved 
conditions in the book business. Make up 
your mind now to come. Your presence is by 
all means vitally needed. More than that, 
we believe that the convention will prove 
of large and direct benefit to you. Further 
announcement, with a hint as to the plans of 
the program committee, will follow shortly. 


ALIEN AUTHORS SUBJECT TO 
INCOME TAX 
A LL alien authors—whether enemy aliens 


or not—are subject to a 2% tax on 

royalties earned in this country under 
the War Revenue Act of last year. This 
tax is deducted at the source by the pub- 
lisher and it is stated that failure to withhold 
the tax makes the publisher liable for same. 
The following opinion on this point has been 
given out by the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue: “Royalties obtained from the sale 
of books and paid by a publisher, under an 
agreement, to a non-resident alien individual, 
are subject to withholding at the rate of 2% 
as provided in Section 9 (b) of the Act of 
September 8, 1916, as amended by Section 
1205 of the War Revenue Act of October 3, 
1917.” 

Section 1205 of the War Revenue Act re- 
ferred to by the Commissioner reads as fol- 
lows: 

DEDUCTIONS AT SOURCE, NON-RESIDENT ALIEN 

“All persons, corporations, partnerships, associations, 
and insurance companies, in whatever capacity acting, 
including lessees or mortgagors of real or personal 
property, trustees acting in any trust capacity, execu- 
tors, administrators, receivers, conservators, employers, 
and all officers and employees of the United States, 
having the control, receipt, custody, disposal, or pay- 
ment of interest, rent, salaries, wages, premiums, 
annuities, compensation, remuneration, emoluments, 
or other fixed or determinable annual or periodical 
gains, profits, and income of any non-resident alien 
individual, other than income derived from dividends 
on capital stock, or from the net earnings of a cor- 
poration, joint stock company or association, or in- 
surance company, which is taxable upon its net 
income as provided in this title, are hereby authorized 
and required to deduct and withhold from. such annual 
or periodical gains, profits, and income such sum as 
will be sufficient to pay the normal tax imposed 
thereon by this title, and shall make return thereof 
on or before March first of each year and, on or 
before the time fixed by law for the payment of 
the tax, shall pay the amount withheld to the officer

AUTHOR AND PUBLISHER 


Latter May Not Push New Book to 
Detriment of Title Already on His List 


N refusing defendant’s motion to dismiss i! 
| tie case of Roger Foster, author, v. Callag 
han & Co., publishers, Judge Manton, of t! 
United States District Court. Southern Dis 
trict of New York, recently handed down a! 
opinion containing some decidedly interestins 
points bearing on the contractual relations be 
tween authors and publishers. Foster, a Ne\ 
York lawyer, wrote an extended legal work 01 

o 
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Federal practice which Callaghan published, 
the author retaining the copyright. The pub- 
lishers, some years later and after Foster’s 
work had proved successful enough to go into 
a fifth edition, published and advertised, altho 
they had ceased advertising Foster’s book 
widely, a treatise on the specialized criminal 
side of Federal practice. Foster brought suit, 
claiming the latter work was in violation of 
the spirit of his contract with the publishers, 
since his larger work contained some one 
hundred and twenty-five pages on Federal 
criminal practice. 

Judge Manton, in denying the publishers’ 
motion to dismiss, held that a publisher can- 
not compete with an author by the publica- 
tion of another book which of itself affects 
the publication and sale of the book of the 
author and such a condition is implied, altho 
the contract contains no express covenant to 
that effect; furthermore, when the contract 
obliges the publisher to advertise and “other- 
wise promote the sale of’ a book, he may be 
enjoined from so advertising another book as 





‘o interfere with the sale of the plaintiff's 


book; and, finally, in a proper case the court 
will interfere to restrain conduct which is 
contrary to a contract, altho it may be unable 
to enforce specific performance therof. 

Further comment’ on this case will appear 
later.

In reality few lines respond more readily | 
to a little intensive salesmanship. Two inci- | 


dents of this sort are cited by Charles Korbel, 
for seventeen years a traveler for the Oxford 
University Press, in a paper submitted recently 
in the “Suggestive Salesmanship” contest of 
the American Booksellers’ Association. 

“In a Middle-West town,” says Mr. Korbel, 
“there are two first-class bookstores. When 
we first published the ‘Scofield Bible’ I intro- 
duced it to both of them. The one dealer 
bought a few copies hecause I said it was a 


good thing and would sell. The other listened | 


more interestedly to its features, as I ex- 


plained them, and wanted a copy for his own 
use, 


“He got one and made himself familiar | 


with it. Then every customer who came into 
his store, known or thought to be interested 
Sa Bible, was told all about the ‘Scofield 
sible, 

“As a result he has built up a ‘Scofield 











Bible’ business which now amounts annually 
to fifteen times more than that of his com- 
petitor, who is content to wait until a cus- 
tomer asks for this particular Bible. Nor has 
he had outside help from ‘Billy Sunday’ or 
other revivals. Neither has his general Bible 
business suffered in consequence. In fact, I 
am safe in saying that this same suggestive 
salesmanship policy has contributed to the 
steady annual increase, which my order books 
record. 

“It has simply produced additional business 
and additional profits, gained by salesmanship, 
which is nothing more than knowing the mer- 
chandise you are selling, and knowing how 
to convince a potential customer of its merits; 
and, in my opinion, what can be done with 
Bibles can be done in other lines.” 

In the other case cited by Mr. Korbell a 
dealer asked him if a local minister could look 
over the Oxford line in the traveler’s trunk 
in order to select a suitable Bible for a Sun- 
day school class. The minister wanted ten 
copies, but the d ler had nothing in stock 
that exactly suii.. him. “The next day, at 
the hour arranged, he appeared at the hotel 
and, after introducing himself, gave me an 
idea of what he wanted: ‘A Bible, good print, 
pocket size, good binding, etc., etc., not to 
cost over $2.00 to $2.50.’ 

“I showed him many styles at about the 
price desired, then I went higher, but, as this 
incident is not the purpose of my story, I will 
end it here by saying that he finally selected 
one retailing at $3.50, which, in itself, proves 
the advantage of knowing your stock. 

“After this was satisfactorily settled and ar- 
ranged, he stepped back from the sample 
tables, and admiringly glanced up and down 
my array of samples. I saw his eyes scanning 
the show cards tacked on the wall, and as 
they reached one featuring the ‘Scofield Bible,’ 
I asked him if he was familiar with it. He 
replied ‘No, I have never seen one.’ Where- 
upon I took out a sample and explained its 
various features to him, accompanied by his 
most interested and approving comments, and, 
to make a long story short, tho he possessed, 
as he told me, more than a dozen different 
Bibles, he purchased then and tth.ere one of the 
India paper copies selling for $0.00. 

“I am sure you have not missed the point. 
This man came in to select a Bible for a 
Sunday-school class, and before he left he 
also. bought one for himself, not to overlook 
the better book he selected for his class, 
meaning a larger sale and greater profits for 
the dealer.

POSTAL NOTES 
Parcel Post Limit Raised 


As a means of stimulating movement of 
farm products to the consumer, Postmaster 
General Burleson has increased the allowable 
weights of parcel post packages, effective 
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March 15. Packages when mailed in the first 
or second zones for delivery in the first, sec- 
ond or third zones may thereafter be as 
heavy as seventy pounds. They now are re- 
stricted to fifty. The weight limit for all 
other zones was increased from twenty to 
fifty pounds.
